SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Nudist Moppets Life Should be a Childhood Thing Issue Number 
5 (also known as Nudist Moppets (Life Should be a Childhood Thing) No 5) is classified 
as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine has been given this classification because it deals with the theme of 
making the reader aware of the sexuality of nude children largely developed through 
photographs in which the genitals of children are exposed. The magazine comprises 
photographs of nude children with the aim of promoting nudism and developing in the 
reader an awareness of the sexuality of nude children. It also contains advertisements 
for nudist camps and for similar publications. A significant number of the photographs 
depict female children with their genitals unnecessarily exposed. In focusing on 
children in this way and by making the reader aware of the sexuality of children the 
Classification Office considers that the publication points to an exploitation of the nudity 
of children in a derogatory and prurient way for commercial purposes. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in 
determining a classification for Nudist Moppets Life Should Be A Childhood Thing 
Issue Number 5. Section 14 of the NZBR Act does apply to this publication. However, 
the magazines' theme of making the reader aware of the sexuality of nude children, 
largely developed through photographs in which the genitals of female children are 
exposed, is seen as a reasonable justification to make the magazine objectionable. It 
is the manner (the exploitative nature of the photographs), the extent (all of the 
publication), and the degree of the depiction of nudity that point to the availability of the 
magazine to any person or persons being likely to be injurious to the public good. 
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
